BOLTERS SHOW THEIR HAND. 


Elsewhere on this page we reproduce 
from the Globe-Democrat a Louisville 
dispatch showing the situation in Ken- 
tucky. It is of peculiar interest for Dem- 
ocrats in every Southern and Western 
State who have to deal with a small but 
obstreperous faction of so-called “sound 
money Democrats.“ 

By the persuasion of Secretary Carlisle, 
who was greatly beloved by Kentucky 
Democrats; by the strenuous efforts of 
the entire force of Federal office-holders 
in the State, and finally by a compromise 
which resulted in the adoption of the 
straddling money plank of the Nationa! 
Convention of 1892, the Administration 
men in Kentucky secured what they 
claim as a “sound money platform.” 
Knowing perfectly well that if they put a 
gold standard man of the Carlisle type 
on this platform they would be over- 
whelmingly defeated at the polls, they 
nomipated for Governor Gen. P. Wat 
Hardin. an avowed free silver man, to 
whom it was not so much as suggested 
that he would be expected to recant his 
principles. What they hoped was that 
Gen. Hardin, realizing the difficulty of 
the position, would ignore the financial) 
issue and in case he was elected under 
these circumstances his election would 
be claimed as another “sound money 
victory.” 

But Gen. Hardin, like Senator Black- 
burn, refused to play this deceptive role, 
and in his first campaign speech an- 
nounced that he accepted the platform as 
meaning bimetalliem, and that he him- 
self standes where the Democrats of Ken- 
tucky have stood for years, a believer in 
and advocate of the free coinage of 
silver. ‘ 

Realizing that with Gen. Hardin main- 
taining this attitude his election could 
mot be claimed as a “sound money vic- 
tory,” the so-called “sbund money Dem- 
ocrate” have thrown off the mask and 
appear in their true role of Assistant 
Republicans. They demand that Gen. 
Hardin shall withdraw from the ticket, 
and if he refuses to do so, as of course 
he will, they have made all the prepara- 
tions Yor bolting the ticket. What the 
Post-Dispatch has charged all along they 
now boldly avow—that they would prefer 
the election of a Republican to that ofa 
Democrat whom they cannot control in 
Wall Street’s interest. They will work 
for Gen. Hardin's defeat, and will also 
work for a Legislature composed of Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans who will turn 
down Senator Blackburn. They care little 
whether a Republican or a so-called

It is evident that the Citizens’ Smoke 

Abatement Association finds it very hard 
to bring offenders against the anti-smoke 
ordinance to time. A number of con- 
cerns had become so accustomed to the 
absence of restriction in this matter 
that they resent all interference and are 
prepared to evade the law by any and 
every means in their power. Some time 
ago a complaint was made about the 
smoke from a short and active smoke- 
stack belotiging to the Commercial Ho- 
tel, which, reason of the erection of 
taller buildings close by, was pouring its 
smoke into bedroom windows and was 
therefore extremely objectionable. 
The Abatement Association took the 
matter up, and it was reported that the 
smokestack was being lengthened, a 
smoke ‘consumer put in, and that the 
nuisance would be speedily abated. In 
spite & this, however, the managers of 
the Planters Hotel have been compelled 
to take legal steps to stop the damage 
still caused by this chimney. 

The case of the Commercial Hotel may 
be an unfortunate one. The managers 
of that hostelry may be doing all they can 
to abate the nuisance. But the action 
taken by the Planters’ Hotel managers 
points to the right method to finally make 
St. Louis as free from smoke as it should 
be. The Smoke Abatement Association 
has done and is doing good work, but 
it is neither omnipotent nor omniscient. 
Every citizen who finds himself being in- 
jured by smoke from an adjoining or 
near-by smokestack or chimney should 
call the attention of the officers of the 
Association to it, and after giving them 
a reasonable time should take legal ac- 
tion on his own account.

JUST ONE HOPE.

TAXING ILLINOIS CORPORATIONS. 


Judge Scott and Mr. Sturgeon, mem- 
bers of the Illinois State Board of Equali- 
zation, now in session at Springfield, are 
entirely right in their condemnation of 
the law exempting the capital stock of 
certain corporations from assessment 
and taxation, and they are doing the 
people service in making it an issue. 

The laws of Illinois specifically ex- 
empt from assessment the capital stock 
of newspaper corporations, manufac- 
tories, coal mines and corporations 
formed to breed and improve live stock. 
Why should there be any such exemp- 
tions? All corporations having in view 
the making of profit should stand upon 
the same footing, as they are made to 
stand in Missouri. Newspapers may be 
educators, as Mr. Works gravely argued, 
but the corporations owning them are 
organized for business purposes, and are 
as much subject to taxation as any farm 
or bank. Manufactories are not started 
to build up communities, or to furnish 
work to the unemployed, or to distribute 
money among the poor. Their purpose is 
to make all the profit they possibly can, 
and to tax the people whatever they ven 
stand in the way of consumption. Coal 
mines and the breeding of live stock are 
in precisely the same position, lacking in 
all particulars the essential elements of 
purely philanthropic institutions. 

Every consideration of equity and fair- 
ness demands that the capital stock of 
all corporations formed for manufactur- 
ing or business purpases of any kind 
shall be subject to taxation equally with 
farm lends. In fact, arguments have 
been made to prove that the corporations 
should support the State Government 
and the tax on lands be abolished. This 
is actually done in Pennsylvania, where 
the inceme from corporations pays for 
everything and the farmers are regarded 
as the real philanthropists. The Pennsyl- 
vanians may be carrying the idea to an 
extreme, but that State is an old one, 
and has always been 80 largely Republi- 
can in politics that it cannot well be 
accused of entertaining Populistic or 
Socialistic notions.

HIS MIND. WAS AFFECTED. 
Why John Reed ‘Deliberately Drowned 
Himself in the River. 


Early Thursday morning Miss Mollie 
Mangen, 2109 Wash street, accompanied 
by her cousins, Frank and Edward Reed, 
of Springfield, III., called at the Fourth Dis- 


trict Police Station and fully identified the 
coat and hat of the man who committed sul- 
cide by jumping into the river at the foot 
of East Grand avenue Tuesday . 9 
belonging to her brother, John Mangen. The 
dead man’s cousins also identified the cloth- 
ing, which was turned over to them by the 
ice. 

This removes the last doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the suicide. Mangen’s parents died 
while he was an infant and he was raised 
by his aunt, Mrs. Reed, who resides at 
Springfield. He always went by the name 
of Reed. 


About a year ago Mangen sustained an 
injury to his skull, which necessitated tre- 
panning. He has never been right mentally 
since. At one time his relatives seriously 
considered the advisability of placing him 
in an asylum. 

Prior to his injury Mangen paid attention 

to a young lady in Springfield named Annie 
Doran, and he seemed to brood over his af- 
fection for her after his mind became af- 
fected. This accounts for the mention of 
her name in the letter, though he has not 
gone with her for a year or two. 
The Reeds are well-to-do and respectable 
citizens of Springfield, and are anxious to 
recover Mangen’s body in order to decently 
inter it. They may offer a reward for its 
recovery.

CORN WILL BE KING. 


The Coming Crop May Yield 2,425,000,- 
000 Bushels. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. A. — The Produce Ex- 
change is expecting the biggest corn crop 
in the history of the country, and the fig- 
ures already confirm the returns gathered 
recently from the great corn belt of the 
West and Southwest. At the same time, 


the foreign demand has shown a tenden- 
cy to exceed its past record. 
— * ing to the statistics of the Produce 
ange the corn acreage is 82,000,000 and 
the indicated crop is not less than 2,425,000 
bushels. 
The increase over the great crop of 1889 
is $12,108,000 bushels, and represents at the 
uotations for —— corn on the Produce 
0 yesterday 8188, 888, 000. The increase 
in the foreign demand is caused by the et- 
forts of the United States Government to 
increase the consumption of maize as a hu- 
man food. The annual corn exports amount 
to from 1 to 4 per cent only of the total 
production, but 4 great proportion of it 
goes abroad as fattened beef and pork. The 
wheat crop is also enormous this season. 


| The railroad carrying trade has in conse- 


quence a brighter outlook than it has had 
in several previous years. The Great North- 
ern Railroad expects to ca 60,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, while the Atchison estimates 
that the crop to be moved in Texas will de 
100,000,000 bushels of corn, 3,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and 2,250,000 bales of cotton. The corn 
crops of Kansas, Texas, IIlionis and Mis- 
souri alone will make 1. 800, 000 car loads,

A local physician 
was called to see her while in this state 
of suspended animation and pronounced her 
dead. To fully satisfy himself and the 
amily, however, he inserted a n le in her 
in several places and there was no 
movement or any sign that she felt it. 
The only indication of life was the warmth 
of the flesh and the red flesh glow from the 
hands when held before a light. The heart 
beat was not perceptible nor was there any 
muscular or nervous action of the body. 
Supernatural sights are attributed to this 
young lady while in these trances. She be- 
comes rigid about 9 o'clock each night, 
and remains this way for five or six hours. 
When she regains consciousness she ap- 
pears none the worse from her strange 
ex ce. She has been an invalid for 
two years or more. 


GILLIGAN’S RESCUER. 


It Came Near Costing Chicago the 
Lives of Three Policemen. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—Patrick Gilligan, a 
railroad man, was tired of life and in seek- 
ing death by drowning came near robbing 
Chicago of three guardians of the law. Gil- 
ligan, who had been without work for some 


time and had become despondent, went to 
the Sixty-seventh street pier and, after care- 
ful preparations, jumped into the lake. Po- 
liceman Thomas Hanley, who had observed 
the man’s movements, tried to pull Gilligan 
out with a pike pole, but Gilligan resisted.
